MASSACRE CONFIRMED 


CiriMttimtuiiliHl Ktory Of Tuiist IForttic Statitl 


In I'ekiu. 


From many sources testimonies cornea 


to the effect that the foreign legations in 
Pekin have 
been destroyed and their 


inmatea massacred. 


A dispatch to the London ti'ii/i/ Mail 


from Shanghai purports tn give, on the 
authority of the Hhantnng Uovernor, de- 
tails of the capture of the legations on the 
night of July (i and the subsequent massa- 
cre of toreigiiers. 
According to thig story, 


the legations succumbed only after an all- 
night attack. The forces of Prince Tuau 
defeated 
the regular troops 
of Prince 


ChiiiR and of Wang Weng Shao before 
the foreigners were slaughtered. 


According to a London dispatch, Lady 


Hart, wil'e of Sir Robert Hart, Director of 
Imperial -Maritime Chinese Customs, has 
received the following message from her 
husband, dated July 5: 


"Our people, including the women, are 


in the legations. 
Prepare to hear the 


worst." 


Dispatches from Tientsin 
toll of stub- 


born fighting between the allies and the 
Chinese. 
Admiral Seymour has sent re- 


ports to London indicating that the allies 
are al least holding their own. 
He says 


that the foreign garrison ha^ been rein- 
forced by l,f)00 Americans, preHiimably in- 
cluding the Ninth Infantry. 


The powers are said to have reached an 


agreement as to Chinese policy. 
They 


have practically given up hope of saving 
the legations in Pekin and will not make 
an advance, it is said, until it can be done 
in overwhelming force.
